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BOOKS ON DISRAELI. 


“ BAFFLED HOPES AND 
WASTED ENERGIES.” 
MAUROIS describes his book on 

‘4. Disraeli as “a picture of the 
Victorian age.’’ This in itself is signi- 
fieant of the extent to which Disraeli is 
coming to be recognised as the outstand- 
ing Englishman of his time. His career 
has an irresistible fascination, even to 
readers who ordinarily take little interest 
in political history, and it is hardly 
necessary to say that M. Maurois has 
done justice to its dramatic colour and 
romance. 

‘Every man has a right to be con- 
ceited until he is successful” This 
axiom seems to have inspired the siudied 
extravagance which first brought Disraeli 
into prominence. When the officers at 
Malta gave up inviting that ‘‘ bumptious 
Jew boy,’’ ““he did not care a rap, and 
went to pay a great round of visits in an 
Andalusian jacket, white 
trousers, and a sash of all the colours of 
the rainbow.’’ In London he attended 
receptions in a coat of black velvet, poppy- 
coloured trousers broidered with gold, a 
scarlet waistcoat, sparkling rings worn on 
top of white kid gloves.”’ At the same 
time, however, he worked with amazing 
industry and burned with ambition, 
always .thinking of ‘“‘ greatness’’—the 
‘unrecognised Ceesar,”’ the “ obscure 
Napoleon ' and Loyola, one of his special 
heroes. ‘Sometimes he would reflect, “ but 
is it really essential to enter Parliament ? 
This life of pleasure, idleness, literary 
work, 1s altogether delightful. . 
I wish to be idle and enjoy myself, muse 
over the stormy past and smile at the 
placid present. Alas! I struggle from 
pride. Yes! It is pride that now prompts 
me, not ambition. They shal] not say I 
have failed.’’ “One day, on expressing 
these feelings to Bulwer, his friend turned 
towards him, tcok his arm, and said with 
every sign of sincerity: “We are sacri- 
ficing our youth, the time of pleasure, the 
light season of enjoyment—but we are 
bound to go on, we are bound. How our 
enemies would triumph were we to retire 
from the stage!”’ 

At seventy-seven he looked upon his own 
life of action as ‘‘a life of baffled hopes 
and wasted energies,’ and M, Maurois, 
in his subtle analysis of Disraeli’s pro- 
gramme, as explained even better in the 
novels than in the speeches, thinks that 
‘relatively ’’ he failed: “ His desire had 
heen to give to a whole nation an intel- 
lectual and romantic ideal; he had failed. 
And he had failed precisely because he 
was am aristocrat of the spirit, whereas 
the character of England is essentially 
that of its middle classes.’’

1922, is the classic text book of this period, 
enumerated some fourteen different turns, 
all with their modifications and gsuh- 
divisions, and even his analysis was not 
found to be sufficiently detailed to please 
rival technicians. Ski-ing as a sport was 
in danger of being submerged in the refine- 
nents of the academicians. 

Happily, ancther force was at work. At 
Murren Arnold Lunn, himself one of the high 
priests of the scientific cult, perceived the 
danger and set about to combat it. 
older men discussed, the younger men, care- 
fully coached, were inculcated with the 
doctrine of speed. Races and more races 
were instituted. ‘Go fast” became the 
““slogan.” The Kandahar Club, founded to 
encourage high speed racing, became the pre- 
mier British club in Switzerland. Technique, 
which had been becoming daily more and 
more complicated, was ‘simplified by the 
pruning of all but essentials, and the fruit of 
the work became manifest when, in 1925, a 
team composed of members of the British 
Universities met and defeated the picked 
University students of Switzerland. 
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Mr. D’Egville, the well-known humorous 
artist, who is the author of this book, is one 
of the leaders of what may be called the 
Kandahar school. An extremely fine runner, 
he owes his success to courage and clever 
technique, rather than to any shvaieal advan- 
tages, for he is lightly and rather delicately 
built.

In answer to 
that he would refer to the ‘Technical In- 
struction Act of 1829, which gave the widest 
possible powers, and to the Act of 1891, which 
gave specific advantages to students ordinarily 
resident in the district to those who were not, 
so that technical instruction was not con- 
fined to the particular locality of the local 
authority. it was possible for students 
from Dublin to get instruction in Clonmel, 
and, vtce versa, students from Clonmel to 
technical instruction in Dublin, He 
reierred to this matter in view of the reifer- 
ences early in the case to Indians swarming 
into Clonmel and swamping the whole place, 
there would not be any money to 
technical instruction for them. 


The finances of the entire schemes, he sub- 
mitted, were, by a further Act, controlled 
by the Deparament, and by the Department 
The ex-Service men's were 
dealt with In the same way as other 
classes in the Clonmel Schools, grants 
were paid by the Department.

D=FENDANTS' CASE. 

The defendants now sought an order 
reversing the decisions of the Cireuit Judge 
and the Commissioners, with costs, on the 
grounds that they were against. the evidence 
and the weight of evidence; that the Circuit 
Judge had misdirected the jury and himself 
on the law, and that the findings of the 
Commissioners and their decree were incon: 
sistent with their findings on the law, 

Mr. Denning, K.C., and Mr. Callan (in- 
structed by Messrs. Hoey and Denning) 
appeared for the appellants; and Mr. Finlay 
(instructed by Mi. F. B. O'Toole) for the 
respondent. 

It appeared that the plaintiff was admitted 
to the hospital in the month of November, 
1925, as a paying patient, her father agreeing 
to pay 4s. a week, and she was successfully 
operated upon for appendicitis, After the 
operation, when the plaintiff was still under 
the effects of the anasthetic, the hot water 
jar was placed in her bed, and one of her 
feet was burned, 

The wound, it was stated, had been treated 
and reduced to what was called a “scar,’’ 
but the plaintiff felt it painful when -she 
walked, owing to the pressure of her shoe. 

Mr. Denning, K.C., had not concluded his 
opening argument for the appellants when 
the Court rose.

A GALWAY APPEAL. 
(BEFORE MR. COMMISSIONER LYNGH AND 
MR. COMMISSIONER FITZGERALD). 
The hearing concluded of an appeal from 
a decision of Circuit Court Judge Power in 
the case of Michael Hynes, of Mount Pleasant, 

Loughrea, v. the Galway Board of Health. 
It appeared that the Board of Health took 


Í down an old stone wall and erected a new 


cement wall between the Mount Pleasant 
graveyard and the plaintiff's land without 
notice to him, and sold the stones which had 
formed the old wall. The plaintiff sued the 
Board of Health for damages for the con- 
version of the stones and for trespass, and 
the Circuit Judge gave a decree for £5 for 
zeneral damages and £7 for the Jess of the 
stones. The Board of Health appealed. They 
contended that they had statutory authority 
to close and fence the graveyard. 

For the plaintiff it was submitted that the 
new wall, being six inches in height less than 
the old wall, did not afford the same shelter. 

The Commissioners varied the decree by 
allowing £7 7s. for the conversion of the 
wall and giving no general damages. They 
allowed costs to the plaintiff. 

Mr. Kevin O’H. Haugh (instructed by Mr. 
Louis O'Dea) appeared for the appellants, the 
defendants; and Mr. Denis Johnston (in- 
structed by Mr. James Mulcair) for the 
respondent, the plaintiff. 


HIGH PRICE FOR LAND. 
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MONEY CLAIMED AS GIFT. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

An action was heard in which Joseph 
Davern, of Elton, Knocklong, Co, Limerick, 
was plaintiff, and John B. Harty, Knocklong, 
shopkeeper and auctione-~, the defendant. 
he plaintiff, who is the executor of Edward 
O'Dea, farmer, late of . allycahill, Hospital, 
Co, Limerick, deceased, claimeu a declaration 
that the sum of £510 lodged on deposit re- 
ceipt in the joint names of the defendant 
at. the deceased man in the Munster and 
Leinster Bank at Hospital was the sole pro- 
perty of the deceased man, and that plaintiff, 
as personal representative, is now absolutely 
entitled to the money; that the defendant 
and money upon trust for 
the plaintiff; and an order that the defendant 
endorse «nd hand over th: receipt to the 
plaintiff. 

THE DEFENCE, 

Defendant, in his defence, stated that the 
Geceased man lodged the money in the joint 
name solely upon trust for O'Dea, with the 
intention of benefitting the defendant: that 
it was intended to be a gift to him subject 
to the life interest ofO’Dea; that the de- 
ceased man was under a moral obligation to 


ihim, he having suffered monetary loss in 


furthering the interests of the deceased man 
in the sale of certain lancs. and O'Dea ex- 
pressed his intention of falfilling his moral 
obligation by making a gift of the money 
to him. Defendant also stated that the 
money became his sole property on the death 
of the deceased man. 

Mr, Justice Johnston, in the course of his 
judgment, said that the question at issue 
arose out of the sale of a very small farm 
at Mitchelstowndown in 1920, It consisted 
of about seven Irish acres, and there ap- 
peared to have been tremendous competition 
at the auction conducted by Mr, Harty, the 
bidding reaching a figure of no less than 
price that one witness described 


THE BENEFIT OF THE BOOM. 

The sale plac. at a time when the 
boom in land was in full operation, and the 
deceased man, O'Dea, got the full benefit of 
that boom. The sum of £30 was forth- 
coming by way of deposit; but the purchaser 
was not able to pa for this bit of land. 
The expedient of raising the money by a loan 
\.‘s adopted and Mr, Harty became one of 
the sureties. 

The bread general question his Lordship 
asked himself was: Did this old man, O’Dea, 
know. what Harty had done for him at the 
auction: did he realise that . y had 
rescued this purchase money for him’?

had intended to promote in the ensuing 
session of Parliament. One of the clauses 
sought power to run motor-’buses outside 
the city area for a distance of twenty 
miles, and this gave offence to. the 
Chamber, as well as to people interested 
in private motor-’bus companies, of which 
there are a great many in the North. It 
was pointed out by members of the 
Chamber that the city tramway under- 
taking is worked at a loss, although there 
is no competition, and it was, therefore, 
thought that the Council could not com- 
pete successfully against private com- 
panies, Attention was also drawn to the 
fact that the recommendations in the 
Megaw report in relation to the housing 
scandal have not yet been carried out, andl 
it was further contended that the report 
of the McClure Committee has been 
handled in a way that is not approved 
by the citizens. In view of these circum- 
stances, the Chamber came to the con- 
clusion that the Corporation should not 
proceed with its bill until it has accounted 
fully to the Government for its mis- 
management. 

The Council, however, believed in its 
bill, which included clauses for various 
important improvements in the city, and 
it was also thought that the introduction 
of "buses would lead to the scrapping of 
the whole tramway system at the earliest 
possible moment, as has been done in other 
great cities across the Channel. 


PARLIAMENTARY BILL REJECTED. 


Everything is now changed. The bill 
was killed at a statutory meeting of the 
electors to-day, called for the purpose of 
approving of the measure as required by 
law. The supporters of the ‘bus com- 
panies attended in force, and many of the 
members of the Chamber of Trade were 
also present. There was no discussion, 
and the voting resulted in the bill being 
rejected, the figures being 53 for and 112 
against. It is unfortunate that it should 
be so; for. apart from the omnibus pro- 
posals, which could have been kept in 
abeyance if necessary, many urgent re- 
forms have been shelved _ indefinitely. 
Moreover, it does seem ridiculous that the 
fate of an important legal measure should 
be settled by 165 voters out of a popula- 
tion of almost half-a-million people. No 
secret was made of the fact that the meet- 
ing was “rigged’’; but, as one member 
sarcastically commented, the Corporation 
was beaten on this occasion by one of its 
own weapons. There were several excel- 
lent proposals in the bill to which no one 
objected, but it seems they were in bad 
and so they all went down 
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If the Chamber of Trade once more 
turned its attention to the Silent Valley 
water works scheme, where vast sums of 
money have ‘been expended in searching 
for a foundation which apparently cannot 
be found, some good might be done. One 
of its most eminent members recently com- 
plained that they could obtain no informa- 
tion, but it is a more important subject 
for investigation than the plans of the 
Corporation. 


A CAUSE OF STRIFF. 


The debate on the Trades Disputes Bill 
is still dragging along in the Northern 
House of Commons, and the trend of the 
arguments does not augur well for the 
future industrial peace of the province. It 
is contended by the Labour members that 
the measure wil] lead to endless litigation 
regarding the legality or illegality of 
strikes, as it seems that only a judge of 
ithe High Court will be able to give a 
| decision on that all-important question. 

Mr. Kyle, the leader of the Late and 
Socialist members, has bitterly denounced 
the bill, and says that, if necessary, the 
trade unions will strike, no matter what 
the consequences may be. Very few people 
have any sympathy with the measure, 
although the Ulster Labour Unionist 
Association, of which the Minister of 
Labour is the popular chairman, is in 
favour of it. 

Since the introduction of the bill the 
question of strikes has come into 
prominence, although in the past it was 
rarely mentioned. It is admitted by the 
Government that the most cordial rela- 
tions exist, and have existed for a long 
time, between Capital and Labour in 
Northern Ireland, and it is only as a pre- 
cautionary measure and to keep step with 
England that the bill is being applied to 
the Six Counties. To say, however—as has 
is a very unhappy one, should | heen asserted—that it has the approval of 
their decision, | the working classes, is just so much 
blatant hypocrisy. Whatever may be the 
merits of the bill, and it probably has 
many, it certainly has not the commenda- 
tion of the trade unions, of which there 
are over forty in Ulster.

THE NEW BISHOP'S 
ADDRESS. 


PROBLEM OF PRIMARY 
SCHOOLS. 


- 


The Most Rev. John Orr, D.D., Bishop 
of the Diocese, presided at the anneal meet- 
ing of the Meath Diocesan Synod, in the 
Synod Hall, Christchurch place, Dublin, yes- 
terday. ‘There was a large attendance of 
clerical and lay members: i 

‘The proceedings were opened with the 
reading of Scripture and prayers by the Dean 
of Clonmacnoise. 

Archdeacon Healy said that before they 
began their business, as the oldest clergyman 
in the diocese, he wished, on their behalt, 
to extend a very hearty welcome to their 
Bishop. 

The Rev. E. Goff joined in the welcome, 
which was endorsed most heartily by the 
applause of the entire Synod. 

Archdeacon Healy and Colonel Pepper, 
D.L., were appointed hon. secretaries to the 
Synod. 

The Rev. T. R. Brunskill was appointed a 
member of the Representative Church Body, 
in room of the Archdeacon.of Meath, who 
had retired by rotation, and did not seek re- 
election. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


The President, on rising to address the 
Synod, was greeted with applause. He 
said that it was not his intention to deliver 
any formal address; it would be something 
like presumption on his part to attempt to 
speak about the affairs of the diocese, in 
which he had only been resident four days. 
But there were a few things that he would 
like to say. In the first place, he thanked them 
most heartily for the hearty welcome they had 
given him, and he assured them that he 
appreciated the honour they had done him in 
electing him as their Bishop. He hoped, 
trusted, and prayed that, with God's help, 
they would find, as time went on, that their 
confidence had not been misplaced, wut that, 
so far as God gave him the ability to do i, 
he would endeavour to carry out the duties 
of the office to which he had been calle: 

To-day they could not but think—it being 
the first ordinary meeting of the Synod since 
his death—vof Biskop Collins, who presided 
over their last annual Synod. They felt. 
and the whole Church felt, that they had 
lost a really good man, and they used that 
word in no ordinary sense ; for Bishop Collins 
was a good man through and through. — Like 
Barnabas, he was full of the Holy Ghost and 
of faith, All who knew him loved 
him, and he knew that Dr. Collins had 
been happy in his work in the Diocese of 
Meath, because he often told him so. They 
would like to express their deep sympathy 
with the widow who had been bereaved, and 
the little ones deprived of their father. 


A UNITED CHURCH. 

Continuing, the President said that he 
knew he would have the loyal co-operation of 
the clergy of the diocese in his work. He 
thought that there was one reason why the, 
in the Church of Ireland were so united—he 
might say unanimous—they had clergy and 
laity sharing the responsibility of Church 
government, and helping one another in 
carrying on the great work of their dear old 
Church of Ireland. Please God, that was 
going to remain, and it was going to be so 
in the Diocese of Meath. They would work 
together always—bishop, clergy and laity— 
for the welfare of their beloved Church. 

To his friends of the laity he would say 
that upon them, even more than upon the 
clergy, devolved the duty and privilege of 
witnessing for the Faith in this land. People 
would not look upon them as if they were 
speaking from a brief, or as if they were 
tied to orthodox principles. They would 
speak more freely to them than they would 
to the clergy, and the laity should be pre- 
pared to give an answer as to the faith that 
was in them. People, he thought, were 
really more keen on religien than ever be- 
fore; but there were many who were per- 
suaded that religion was to be found outside 
the Church, rather than inside. It was for 
them to prove that that was false, and that 
Christianity was the only religion in the wide 
world which could appeal to the noblest 
aspirations of the human soul. “ This ig the 
victory that overcometh the world; even your 
faith.” 3

DIOCESAN COUNCIL’S REPORT. 

Colonel Pepper moved the adoption of the 
report of the Diocssan Council and the stat:

If the deputy 
was allowed to :nake the point that the 
Executive was responsible for many Acts, the 
Executive must get facilities to defend itself, 
and they would travel over an area not 
“overed by the bill. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that they felt that 
“very moment the Public Safety Act was 
on the Statute Boo’: it meant danger to the 
country. He wanted to point out how par- 
ticularly dangerous it was at present, when 
they had an Executive Council in office the 
history of which was known t. them. He 
did not want to go into this if he could 
avoid it; but he did want to point out the 
sequence © events in order that it might be 
clear to the House what might happen if 
that Executive took hasty action, and they 
found themselves in civil war before they 
knew where they. were. 

The SPEAKER said that if the deputy 
went back on these things the Executive 
Council would be entitled to defend itself. 
and he could see no conclusion to the debate. 
He thought that it ought not to be gone 
into. The question was whether the Public 
Safety Act ought to be repeak 

Mr. DE VALERA said that if they were 
to deal with the Executive having larger 
powers, they ought to be able to go back 
and point out the dangers that lay in such 
powers being in the hands of any Executive. 
_The SPEAKER said that the deputy wou'd 
sunply state his views. He put it to Mr. 
de Valera ihat he could not state ihe 
Sequence of events impartially—nobody in 
that House could. He did not know whether 
anyone in the country would accept any 
individual’s relation of the sequence of events 
since 1922 as impartial history. If the House 
wanted to discuss the sequence of events 
from 1922 it could do so, b ' for his part 
he thought it ought not to be done. He had 
a very decided view on that, because it 
would not be history that they would be 
discussing, but contention.

| THE SPEAKER INTERVENES. 


Mr. E. COONEY (F.F., North 
asked whether the Executive Council. in de- 
fence of the retention of the Act, would have 
the right to recite the circumstances which 
they held were responsible for that Act. 

THE SAME RIGHTS. 

The SPEAKER said that the Executive 
Council would have the same rights as Deputy 
de Valera, and no more and no less, so far as 
the capacity of the Chair could regulate it. 
He thought that the House did not want to 
go into the history of the events that happened 
since May, 1922. The deputy could make his 
case without going into them. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that he was afraid 
that he could not deal with the situation 
without touching on the fringe of these 
events—though he did not want to go into 
them in detail and to rake up everything. 
He wanted to give reasons for showing why 
the Public Safety Act was a danger to the 
community at the present time. How could 
they, he asked, possibly deal with it unless 
they could examine all the circumstances. 

The SPEAKER said he was anxious to know 
whether the House desired that kind of de- 
bate. He appreciated Mr. de Valera’s pusi- 
tion, but he also appreciated that nobody in 
that House wanted a debate on the history of 
events from 1922 to the present moment. He 
would like to know what the House thought 
of the matter. 

Mr. T. J. O'CONNELL (Labour, South 
Mayo), said that he believed that since the 
Fianna Fail Party had come into the House 
a new atmosphere had been createa not alone 
in that House, but im the country, tending 
towards peace and forgetfulness of the sad 
events that occurred in the country during the 
last four or five years. He believed that Mr. 
de Valera and his party would be able to 
make out a sufficiently strong case for the 
repeal of the Act without going to the neces- 
sity of having a debate that must necessarily 
be in a spirit of bitterness and contention. 
If these things were rein up again now it 
would not help the case for repeal. 

He appealed to Mr. de Valera to make his 
case for repeal on the Act itself. It could 
and should be made on the merits of the Act 
itself, and especially in view of the new circum- 
stances that had been brought about in the 
country since Fianna Fail entered the Dail. 
So far as his party was concerned, they would 
suport the case for repeal, but they would 
not support it on the grounds of anything 
that occurred so long ago as 1922. Mr. de 
Valera would have a better chance of carry- 
ing his motion if he made his case for repeal 
on the Act itself. 

HIS ONLY DESIRE, 

Mr DE VALERA said that his only desire 
was to show the House the danger that lay 
in the Act. If any Executive was going, for 
instance, to prevent the House from meeting 
when it should meet, until such time as the 
spark had been put to the tinder, and the 
tinder was so alight that no power could stop 
it, where would they be then? Such a thing 
happened before, and it might happen again. 
he SPEAKER said that that question 
could not be debated. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that he could 
imagine cases in the future. Perhaps he 
would be able to do that, if he looked into 
the future, and he could visualise such a case 
for them. (Laughter. ) i 

The SPEAKER said that he especially 
wanted to avoid this debate becoming bitter. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that he agreed 
absolutely that bitterness was futility, but 
he could not, keep his mind blind to the fact 
that what had happened before could happen 
again, and that history had a knack of re- 
peating itself. If they wanted to make pro- 
vision for the future, and prevent these 
things happening again, they should repeal 
this Act if the matter was ever going to be 
settled. On the previous day they had the 
whole question of treason raised in the 
Dental Bill. They would have instances like 
that repeatedly if they did not settle: the 
matter. He thought it would be very much 
better to try to face the question, and get 
some understanding. He and his party had 
been asked repeatedly what were their views 
on various questions. How could they give 
their views if the moment they tried to give 
a pictare from their viewpoint they were 
held up. i : 

He found it difficult, in view of the att- 
tude of the Speaker, to deal with the matter, 
because his whole point with ‘respect to 16 
was that with powers like those in the hands 
of the Executive they would present a far 
accompli to the House. They would, and 
could, bring about a situation in which it 
would be too late for anybody to do any- 
thing that would be effective. 

They knew ‘that the bill gave the Execu- 
tive powers to declare any organisation what- 
ever which in their. opinion was treasonable 
to declare it unlawful. It gave them power 
to take any particular individual to whom 
they had a dislike, or who in any way tight 
hamper them, and order him to leave the 
country within 48 hours. It gave the police 
force the right to arrest a man, keep him in 
jail, and deprive him of his liberty for seven 
days. A member of the Executive Council 
could further deprive him of liberty for two 
months more. 

“A NEW CRIME.” 

They had created a new crime: that of 
being ‘‘Suspect."” If in the opinion of a 
member of the Gardai Siothchana anybody 
is reasonably suspect—the reasonableness de- 

ing upon the particular Superintendent 
of the Gardai Siothchana—the person was to 
be taken away from his home, and put into 
prison for two months and seven days. They. 
must remember that the Police Force was 
recruited at a time which made it almost a 
certainty that the police would belong to 
one party and be a party force. He was not 
b the police. for that: circumstances 
made it so. ' i | 
the country the police taking up an attitude 
which showed that they did not understa 
their position at all as independent of political 
i The Executive Council had been try- 
ng at all times to identify themselves with

State they were really thinking of themselves, 
and the police force had pos, Neste regarded 
them as State, too. 

To him there was something behind the 
State—there was the nation, or the society, 
to which the State was supposed to minister, 
and if, in any particular case, it happened 
that the State did not minister to the society, 
then to him, at any rate, the society and its 
interests were above the particular form of 
State. 

He did not see that any useful purpose 
could be served by his dealing with the 
matter any further. All he had to say was 
that if the House was going to allow these 
powers to be continued fully in the hands of 
the Executive Council, then the country might 
find itself in the position in which it found 
itself in 1922. 

Mr. P. J. RUTTLEDGE (F.F., North 
Mayo) formally seconded the motion. 


VICE-PRESIDENT. 


“NOT A VERY DRASTIC ACT.” 


Mr. E. BLYTHE, Vice-President and 
Minister for Finance, opposed the motion, and 
moved as an amendment that “the Dail 
declines to give a second reading to a bill 
having for its purpose the total repeal of the 
Public Safety Act, 1927, but is of opinion, in 
view of the altered circumstances which have 
arisen since that Act was passed, that its 
duration might reasonably be limited to two 
years from the date of its passing.” 

He said that there had been a great deal 
of criticism of the Act, and it had been 
suggested that it was an extraordinarily 
drastic Act. In point of fact it was not a 
drastic Act, for the powers it put into the 
hands of the Executive Council were, in some 
respects, less than the powers that the 
Executive Council already had. For instance, 
the power to deport was certainly less than 
the power .of internment, while the part of 
the Act that might he described as drastic 
was hedged round with safeguards. 

To put the last part of the Act into opera- 
tion the Executive must call the Oireachtas 
together to decide whether it should remain in 
operation and whether the Executive should 
remain in power. The Act did involve amend- 
ment of certain articles of. the Constitution. 
It was possible that they were a little too 
idealistic in drafting the Constitution; but 
in any case they did not want to amend it 
permanently, and to that extent there was 
provision for amendment for so long as the 
Act continued in force. 

They wished to prevent the provisions of 
the Act from being declared invalid or in- 
operative. The passage of the Act was due 
to, and arose entirely from, the assassination 
of the late Minister for Justice. He believed 
that since that time conditions had altered 
substantially, and altered very substantially 
for the better. In any country the assassina- 
tion of a Minister of State was looked ys 
as a Very serious crime—much more serious than 
the assassination of a private individual be- 
cause the assassination of a Minister was an 
attack upon the whole public. But it was 
especially dangerous in the Free State, ia 
the circumstances in which it occurred— 
especially dangerous because one-third of the 
elected representativs of the people remained 
outside the Parliament of the people, and 
refused to some extent to acknowledge the 
existence and the rights of the State. 

‘THE ATMOSPHERE.” 

He believed and the Government believed 
he did not want to say that there was a 
single member in that House who was not 
profoundly sorry and shocked at that 
occurrence—that the effect of those members 
being outside the Dail made the atmosphere 
in which it was possible for men to think 
that by the assassination of a Minister they 
could bring down the State. 
The people who murdered Kevin O'Higgins 
were not oblivious of political considerations. 
They could have killed him at any time 
during two or three years before the crime 
occurred. He (Mr. ggg, often walked out 
of the House with Mr. O’Higgins at 10.50 
or 11 o'clock at night and parted from him 
where their roads divided and he walked 
on alone. He could have been killed at any 
time during the general election. He was 
killed after the general election, at a time 
when the people concerned thought that it 
was possible to bring about great changes 
by his death. 
shen he was killed the Executive Council 
fel. that they were at a crisis in the affairs 
of the State. Nothing that was wrong hap- 
pened after his death. But nobody could 
doubt that with the assassination of a 
Minister that there was a possibility of this 
country falling back into. the abyss. They 
thought it necessary to take steps to prevent 
a repetition of the crime, and to meet the 
danger of the country going back into 
barbarism. 

They introduced a Bill for the amendment 
of the Constitution and an Electoral Bill 


removing the atmosphere 'in which misguided 
people would think that by assassination they 
could bring down the State. The Public 
Safety Act was passed to deal with those 
who were in a conspiracy and with those 
who sympathised with it, anl who urged 
others to do acts they were afraid to do 
themselves. 

Everybody knew that during a period of 
years there was a propaganda carried on 
against the late Mimister for Justice which 
might be described as murder propaganda. 
It was continually depicting him as blood- 
thirsty and ruthless; that his hands were 
dripping with blood. The Government. 
wanted to take steps to deal with those whe 
engaged in incitement to murder. 

MILITARY ORGANISATION. 

Then there was the question of military 
organisations. There was no need, and no 
case, for any sort of military organisation, 
such as Oglagh na h-Eireann in the country. 
Any man who induced another to go into 
that organisation was committing a crime. 
He was leading men into a path which, if it 
did not end in, could only lead to, murder. 

At this stage there were cries of dissent 
and interruption from the Fianna Fail 
benches. 

The SPEAKER said that if interruptions 
“sige a rule would have to be made to 
lear everyone in silence. 

A chorus of ‘‘ Hear, hears ’’ came from 
many parts of the House, accompanied by 
laughter. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that all bodies of the 
sort could be entered into only to bring about 
armed insurrection, to bring about war in the 
country between the people of the country— 
a civil war. If it had not that result it 
would Jead to crimes such as occurred last 
July. The Government felt it necessary to 
take steps that would hinder the work of 
such organisations. Most of the other pro- 
visions of the bill, except only the provision 
dealing with the military courts, were minor 
provisions. 

The object of the power to establish mili- 
tary courts was not to supersede, but to pre- 
serve, trial by jury. After a crime like 
the murder of Kevin O'Higgins no one could 


had a Minister of State slaughteed by the 
roadside. If one of the criminals who slew 
him was taken, did anyone think that the 
ordinary Dublin jury could deal with him 
without some measure of trepidation. It 
was feared that if.these men were taken, and 
even if there was irrefutable evidence of 
guilt, th jury would be terrorised into 
acquitting them. 

hey ad to. see that jury-trial was not 
broken down, because it would be a calamit 
for the country if jurymen, having done their 
duty, were shot down on their return home. 
The measure was brought in as @ waraing 
to those who might be inclined to intersere 
with jurymen in the discharge of tieir 
duties. 

The object of this Act was not political; it 
was for the preservation, not the taking 
away, of the rights of the individual—to 
secure and safeguard those rights. 

NEW CONDITIONS. 

He believed that, with the Dail filled, such 
crimes as that which brought about the pass- 
ing of the Act were less likely to occur, 
and that with the passage of time the 
baire of their recurring would pass away 
ut they had got to remember that they ha 
men who had committed the crime—had done 
it after a good deal of preliminary talk, 
because they knew that there was talk for a 
long time about the assassination of Ministers. 
These men had tasted blood, and they had 
not been taken. If they had been taken and 
brought to “trial before a Dublin jury, 
or a jury in =.the Free State, 
one would say that the circumstances 
justified the repeal of the Act, but they had 
not been taken and they were still a danger, 
and the Dail ought not to do anything to 
allow them to think that there was any 
weakening in the determination of the State, 
and of the people of the State, to put down 
those things. 

The powers that were in the hands of the 
Executive had been used with the most ex- 
treme moderation. He thought that the wise 
thing to do was to allow the Act to stand 
until. the effect of the

THE ANNIVERSARY. 


INDEPENDENT’S SUGGESTION. 


Mr. JASPER WOLFE (Independent, W. 
Cork), said that he was sorry’ to notice that 
Deputy de Valera had not made any reference 
to the deplorable circumstances under which 
the Public Safety Act had been introduced. 
A great statesman, a great Irishman, and a 
great patriot had been foully assassinated, 
and everybody knew that it was the duty of 
the Executive Council to trace his murderers. 
In the discharge of that ro te members of 
the Executive Council said that tLey required 
the Public Safety Act, and they were carry- 
ing out the wishes of the country in doing 
their utmost to bring the assassins to justice. 

The Act was passed, not by the Govern- 
ment Party. the Labour Party, or by any 
other party in the House; but it was passed 
because over forty membegs of the Dail re- 
mained outside and would not come up to 
vote. He voted for the second reading, and 
at the general election which followed his 
constituents increased his first preference 
votes by 50 per cent, His constituents had 
no fear of the Act; they looked upon it, in 
fact, as a mere ‘‘ empty formula.” 

He agreed that the time had come when 
the amendment moved by the Minister for 
Finance might safely be yielded, and he 
would suggest a further cutting down of the 
period. not let the Act expire on the 
1%h July, 1928, which would be a day of 
general mourning throughout Ireland, and 
when there would be further proof that the 
coantry had no sympathy with murder ? 

“ UNNECESSARY AND, UNJUST.” 

Mr. SEAN LEMASS (F.F., South Dublin) 
said that the Act was unnecessary, unjust, 
and a menace to the peace of the aeir, 
and the case for ita repeal had been clearly 
established. The Act conferred upon the 
Executive Council powers which he would 
not like to see conferred upon any body of 
men. He would not like to see those powers 
conferred upon a Fianna Fail Executive. 
They ail had memories—many of them bitter 
—and he, for one, would not like to be con- 
frented with the temptation to use the 
powers conferred by the Act. It might not 
then be the “ empty formula ' which Deputy 
Wolfe and Deputy O’Hanlon had represented 


it to be. ‘ 
MINISTER FOR JUSTICE. 

Mr. J. FITZGERALD-KENNEY (Minister 
for Justice) said that much of the criticism 
of the Act was empty rhetoric. When the 
Act was passed they were faced with a 
serious state of affairs. The Act was largely 
a preventive measure. The very existence 
of Part 4 of the Act was, to his mind, the 
safeguarding of the jury system. Men must 
recognise that they could not terrorise the 
people of the country; they must expect that 
they could not murder a Minister and escape 
by terrorising the jury. Persons who used 
assassination as a political weapon must re- 
cognise that the Act would be used against 
them. 

It had been said that the Act gave the 
Executive too much power. It did give them 
strong powers, but it was the duty of the 
Executive to make the minimum use of these 
powers. The fact that the powers were 
there was sufficient to deter persons from 
crime. 

Mr. de Valera said that the Act was en- 
tirely unconstitutional, but he was glad to 
hear him praise a large part of the Con- 
stitution. The Constitution, which was a 
splendid one, was the measure of Constitu- 
tional liberty which Irishmen should enjoy 
during normal times. If the country became 
abnormal then the Constitution should be 
departed from. The people did not exist 
for the Constitution, but the Constitution ex- 
isted for the welfare of the people, The 
members of the Government were not enemies 
of personal liberty; they were the very 
opposite. The liberty they believed in was 
the liberty of the law-abiding citizen to carry 
out his work in his own way. . The liberty 
which would give the right to men to plot, 
lan and carry out political murder was false 
iberty, and would always find in the Go- 
vernment virile and implacable enemies. 
(Hear, hear.) 


THE LABOUR VIEW. 

Mr. T. J. O'CONNELL (Labour, mare} 
said that his party would vote for the secon 
reading of the bill. They had opposed the 
Public Safety Ball, and had given their 
reasons when it was being debated. They 
would have yore it no matter what Execu- 
tive Council had been in power. The Act 
was a blot on the Statute Book. He be- 
lieved that a new atmosphere had been 
created in the country during the last few 
months, and the times were not abnormal, 
as had been stated. Any crime existin 
gg be dealt with by the ordinary crimina 
aw. 

Mr. G. WOLFE (Goxt., Kildare) said that 
the fact that the Act was on the Statute 
Book had an effect in quietening the country. 

Mr. G. BOLAND (F.F scommon) 
said no case had been made to show that the 
late Minister for Justice was killed for poli- 
tical purposes. He expregsed pleasure that 
a change of heart was being brought about. 

Mr. SEAN McENTEE (F.F., Co. Dublin), 
supporting the Repeal Bill, said the Public 
Safety Act in some sections proposed to sus- 
pend articles of the Constitution, which was 
a very serious matter, and the last thing to 
which any Constitutional Government should 
resort. The implication in passing the Act 
was that the murder of the late Minister for 
Justice was political, and one Minister 
hinted that members of the Fianna Fail 
organisation were accessory, either before or 
after the fact. The Minister ought to pro- 
duce evidence to substantiate his allegation, 
or else withdraw it. From the viewpoint of 
public safety there was no justification for 
the Act remaining on the Statute Book. It 
had been condemned by a member of the 
Judiciary. 

Mr. MULLINS (F.F,, West Cork) said 
the Minister for Justice stated that the Act 
would not be misused, and that it was no 
danger to any law-abiding citizen. As against 
that statement the Deputy alleged that a man 
had b pulled out of bed in the middle of 
the night, taken to a lonely part of the 
country, placed against the wall of a bridge. 
and told by a police officer that if he did 
not divulge information about alleged dumps 
he would be shot. He (Mr. Mullins) asked a 

uestion about the matter, and as a result a 
further visit was paid to the man, and a 
statement under intimidation was forced from 
him. This, the Deputy said, was a case of 
the Act being misused, 


A TEMPTATION. 

Mr. M. CORRY (Fianna Fail, E. Cork) 
said that the Public Safety Act was a danger, 
no matter what Government was in power, 
and he would be tempted to use it when he 
remembered that twelve months ago he. was 
pulled out of bed and sent to jail for six 
weeks. under one of these Public Safety Bills. 

Mr. J. F. O'HANLON (Ind., Cavan) said 
that he took the credit for having the con- 
firming authority. clause inserted in “the 
Public Safety Act, and this he regarded as, 
in a sense, a court of appeal. If the Execu- 
tive Council held the opinion that there 
were bodies of men in the country whose con- 
duct was: treasonable and likely to be directed 
against the welfare of the State, it was their 
duty to take what powers they required to 
put a stop to the activities of those men. 

Deputy Lemass has suggested that the 
time may come when I might be a victim 
of the Public cme | Act, but as a citizen I 
do not care who the Executive Council is, 
and as a citizen I shall conduct myself in 
such a way that I shall nob be brought 
under it. (Government hear, hear.) He 
supported Deputy Wolfe's estion.

the measure. It was an extraordinary thing 
that members of the Opposition could not 
make up their minds on the subject without 
going to the British Press for opinions on it. 

The Act was designed to deal with a situa- 
tion which arose out of a terrible crime. His 
recollection was that no Fianna Fail deputy 
had expressed a desire to see apprehended the 
persons responsible for the assassination of 
the Minister. Members of the Government 
were charged with identifying various 
national institutions with the State. It was 
said that the Civic Guards were their Guards. 
Deputy MacEntee had used the phrase— 
their own judiciary. There was oer 
in the deputy’s mind when he said that. ft 
was the judiciary of the State, and it was as 
independent of the Executive as any judiciary 
in any country in the world. 

ASTONISHMENT. 

The thing that astonished him most, and 
which convinced him that he was going to 
see Fianna Fail deputies on the Opposition 
benches for many years to come, was the fact 
that they would not have confidence in them- 
selves if they were entrusted with Govern- 
ment. They said that these powers should 
not be given to archangels. The Act had 
heen in existence since August last, and the 
real case against it was that it would inter- 
fere with the liberty of the citizen. They 
heard about eoercion. How many cases had 
been cited in respect to the administration of 
the Act? They had learned a lot about 
administration during the last five years. 
They learned the futility of  intern- 
ment, but there was no internment under 
this Act. 

Mr. 8. T. O’KELLY~—What about deporta- 
tion ? 

President COSGRAVE—TIs there any citizen 
of the State suffering from deportation under 
this Act? . 

Continuing, he said, that the fact of the 
matter was that the proposal to repeal the 
Act was a political maneuvre. t gave 
people an opportunity of saying what they 
would like to see in the Constitution. The 
real value of the Act as a deterrent was 
proved by the fact that during the last four 
months they had no attempt against any 
of the institutions of the State. 

The Government had made a fair offer 
in agreeing that the Act should only remain 
in force until 3lst December, 1928. The Act 
was never designed to be put into force 
against any political party. He did not mind 
a deputy with the inexperience of Mr. 
McEntee saying that this was designed to be 
used against the Fianna Fail Party. 

Mr. O’KELLY—What was the meaning of 
a Minister referring to the Fianna Fail Party 
as a party of assassination? | 

President COSGRAVE—I have responsi- 
bility for the statements of the Executive 
Council a collective body, and also for 
their statements in this House, but I have 
no responsibility for published speeches of 
theirs, and, in a matter cf that kind, I would 
like to get more than a particular sentence 
of the speech. I have not heard or read the 
speech in question. 

Mr. McENTEE replied that he had n: 
the quotations with him, but that he could 
get them. 

President COSGRAVE added that he dil 
not know whether Deputy McEntee was 
satisfied that the Act was not intended to 
proscribe the Vianna Fail organisation, but 
if it was his view, or the view of any other 
members of his party, it would certainly be 
dissipated in time in the House, as wvula 
also the view that it was dangerous to give 
any Executive those powers. 

LUNACY. 

It was stated when the bill was going 
through that there was a danger of the trade 
unions being proclaimed as unlawful associa- 
tions. He would like the House to consider 
what the position of an Executive would be 
after the proclamation of a political party or 
a trade union. Did anybody think that such 
an action would go unchallenged in the 
House? It would be political lunacy, to say 
nothing more. 

he Act was designed to deal with a 
specific danger affecting the State—an endea- 
vour to overthrow the Government of the 
State by unlawful means. It was designed to 
meet that threat, and to act as a deterrent 
to those who would be so inclined. It was 
not meant to deal with any order in the 
community but the conspirators and perpe- 
trators of those crimes Its administration 
bore out the statements made by the Go- 
vernment during its passage. It was passed 
in good faith, and it was not coercive on 
any citizen of good faith. 


BOY SCOUTS. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE (F.F., North Mayo) 
said that the Government had told them 
time aiter time about impartial administra- 
tion, but that House was well aware that 
there were various organisations in the 
country, and because they were closer to 
King than to country they “were . entitled 
to go on _ peacefully and without 
interference. The House was well aware 
of such an organisation as the British 
Fascisti, They were well aware of the 
existence of, and latitude given, to the Baden- 
Powell Boy Scouts. It should not be given, 
according to the so-called impartial Executive, 
to the Fianna Eireann Boy Scouts. When 
a charge was made a few days ago in the 
House by a member of the Fianna Fail Party 
against the Civic Guards, the Minister for 
Justice “shut up ” the deputy who raised the 
question by saying that he did not believe 
that the Civic Guards could do such a thing. 

That was the faith that the Minister had 
in the Guards, notwithstanding the fact that 
there were people in the country permanently 
maimed as a result of the intolerance and 
political bigotry of the Guards. Was it any 
wonder that the members on the Fianna Fail 
benches must have feelings of distrust and 
suspicion as to the way in which the Public 
Safety Act would be operated? 

That Act, on the few occasions it was 
applied had been applied against Republi- 
cans. It had not been applied against ex- 
National Army officers, who, the Executive 
were well aware, were going round the 
country carrying guns. Hundreds of ex- 
National Army men were ‘“‘trotting’’ round 
the country with guns in their pockets. 

MR. DE VALERA'S CLOSING SPEECH, 

Mr. DE VALERA, concluding the debate, 
said that there was no doubt that it was the 
intention of the Executive Council to use 
this Act against their political opponents; if 
the words and statements of Ministers meant 
anything they were there in black and white, 
There was nothing directed against the 
members of Fianna Fail in the Act that they 
cared a thraunegen about; it was what was 
going to better the country as a result of 
its operation that concerned them, and what 
was going to happen to the young men in 
whom he and members on the other side of 
the House should haveya special interest. 

‘These young men,” he declared, ‘‘ were 
originally enrolled in the Army of the Irish 
Republic, sworn publicly in the most solemn 
manner to uphold the State against all 
enemies, foreign and domestic, and what we 
are anxious to do is to interpose between 
these men, whose crime is that they have 
been faithful to their ideals, the ideals with 
which we all started—and to save them from 
heing driven into despair by trying sym- 
pathetically to understand their point of 
view.” 

It should be easy for men on the opposite 
benches to understand that, but there were 
others in the House who never could, and 
never would, understand it. There were men 
in the House who would have called Padraig 
Pearse a traitor, and men. who would argue 
with Lord Norbury that Rohert Emmet was 
a traitor. Treason, as hitherto defined, had 
never been accepted by those who believed in 


Irish nationality. 
LOYALTY. 


Those young men outside thought that the 
were loyal to the State, and that those inside 
were the traitors, and the Irish nation was 
not going to believe that Liany Mellowes and 
Cathal Brugha were traitors to the Irish 
nation, no matter what laws were passed. 

It would not have been possible to regard 
this State in auch a narrow way.if the House 
had been filled from the yey 3 « because 
the other point of view would have been 
clearly expressed. The Public Safety Act 
was. a. continuation’ of the wrong m of 
dealing with the situation. ey wanted to

Acts ne ed the attitude of the people 
against whom they were designed.

FINAL PEACE. | 
The House must be properly filled if they 
wantel to reunite the Irish people and make 
them loyal to the laws made by their repre- 
sentatives. The personnel of the House 
would not have been the same as at present 
if there were no barriers put in the way, and 
all those who accepted the Treaty as a 
stepping-stone to freedom had.a duty to those 
outside, and should not drive them across 
the seas and deport them when they became 
inconvenient and had made a part of their 
beings the doctrines taught to them by 
members on the opposite benches.

RAILWAYMEN, 


WORK OF BENEVOLENT 
INSTITUTION, i 


The Committee and friends of the Irish 
Branch of the Railway Benevolent Institution 
their annual dinner and concert last 
evening, the dinner being in the 
Hotel and the concert in the Rotunda. This 
Irish branch was founded in 1891. From a 
very small beginning its membership has in- 
creased to 2,328. The objects of the Institw- 
tion are to assist deserving railway servants 
when they are permanently disabled and im 
distressed circumstances from old age, disease 
vr accident, and such of their widows, children 
and immediate dependents as are left with 
inadequate means of support. The current 
year’s charges are estimated at £2,779. The 
members’ subscriptions are quite inadequate 
to raise sufficient money to enable the In. 
stitution to confer the necessary benefits; but 
with the kind support of the public in past 
vears it has managed to meet all cases of 
distress. For the financial year 1927 the 
expenditure over receipts amounted to £1,614, 

THE TOASTS. 

Mr. E. A. Neale, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, presided at the dinner. The toasts of 
** The Ring,” “The Governor-General,’ and 
‘‘the President of the Executive Council” 
were duly honoured. The Chairman acknow: 
ledged the receipt of a number of donations 
from those present. 

Mr. James McMahon, proposing “ Success 
to the Railway Bepevolent Institution,” said 
that for many years before he became a 
director he had admired the Benevolent In- 
stitution, and had been a subscriber to its 
funds.

It had two outstanding merits which 
appealed to him strongly. First, in its 
activities 1¢ knew no geographical boundary.

During the last three weeks 120 dis- 
abled ex-Service men, working day and 
night, have despatched 30,000,000 
poppies. About 5,000,000 of these have 
been sent to China, Japan, Africa, Egypt, 
South America, British Honduras, India 
and Jamaica, and most European 
countries, including Switzerland, Spain, 
Sweden, Belgicm, France and even Ger- 
many. 

In addition, nearly 250 big steamers 
and a number of smaller boats have 
ordered quantities of poppies, for Re- 
membrance Day is observed on all the 
British and Dominion liners on the high 
seas, 

To the captain and the purser falls the 
lot of organisers, and lady passengers 
sell the poppies in all parts of the ship. 
Remembrance Day is one of the very few 
occasions when the hand of authority is 
relaxed, and the sailors, as well as the 
passengers, wear the scarlet emblem. No 
less than £3,404 was contributed by this 
means last year, the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Company’s Arlanza holding the 
record of £341, a record which she hopes 
to maintain on her way home now from 
South America.

BIG SMUGGLING PLOT 
REVEALED. 


Frou ‘Tus Times’? CongESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Thursday. 
Through the arrest of Florent Lamot, an 
electrician of the Red Star liner Lapland, 
on whom, it is alleged, they frwnd one 
hundred thousand dollars’ woth of 
diamonds, the Customs authorities believe 
they have come at last upon a gang which 
has smuggled into this country from 
Antwerp at least one million dollars’ 


Lamot for a decoy. 
The Customs authorities got evidence 


yesterday. which led them to arrest five 
other men (three of them diamond mer- 
chants) and a woman. 

Bail for Lamot was set at one hundred 
thousand dollars, and for the others from 
twenty-five thousand dollars to fifty 
thousand dollars. 

All were sent to prison in default of 
bonds, except the woman, who was let 
out in custody of a Customs agent. 

Lamot had already been under suspicion. 
When he was leaving the ship on Monday, 
shortly after its argival here, the dispro- 
portionate size of his shoes caught the 
inspector's eye. He compelled Lamot to 
take them off, and found diamonds con- 
cealed in compartments built into their 
toes and heels. 

For a long time legitimate diamond 
merchants have been convinced that 
smuggling into this country was proceed- 
ing on a very large scale, possibly to the 
extent of forty million dollars or fifty 
million dollars a year. 

The Customs authorities had gathered 
some evidence pointing to systematic 
operations, but. until they arrested Lamot 
and forced him to betray his associates 
there was a missing link in their chain of 
facts.

MR. CHURCHILL’S PROMISE. 

Major Glyn, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, asked the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer if he was in a position to state 


‘the intention of the Government regard- 


ing the introduction of legislation to 
enable the totalisator machines to be 
erected on racecources, in- accordance with 
the recommendation of the Jockey Club. 

Mr. Churchill—Yes, the Government 
have considered the report of the Jockey 
Club Committee, and have decided that, 
if a private member’s bill authorising the 
establishment of the totalisator on race- 
courses is introduced, and obtains a 
second reading on a free vote of the House 
of Commons, they will endeavour to pro- 
vide facilities for its passage. (Cheers.) 


THE LUCK OF THE BALLOT. 

The Parliamentary Correspondent of 
The Times writes:—It is understood that, 
in view of Mr. Churchill’s announcement, 
the members of Parliament who favour 
the introduction of the totalisator intend 
to ask the Jockey Club to draw up a bill 
which can be presented by a private 
member next session. An effort will be 
made to get as many members as possible 
to pledge themselves to introduce such a 
bill if they are successful in the ballot at 
the beginning of the session. 

A bill of this kind will obviously be of 
a controversial character, and, unless the 
Government are induced to reverse their 
decision not to introduce a bill of their 
own, everything must depend upon the 
luck of the ballot. 

While it is now clear that the Govern- 
ment will raise no opposition to a bill if 
the second reading is carried on a free 
vote of the House, this only applies to the 
proposal to instal totalisators on race- 
courses approved by the Jockey Club or 
the National Hunt Committee. The 
Government do not favour the indis- 
criminate setting up of totalisators in all 
directions 

GREYHOUND RACING. 

Members who have taken the subject up 
feel that these matters could be dealt 
with more effectively in a Government 
bill, in which other points affecting 
betting could be tackled at the same time. 
They anticipate that there would imme- 
diately be a demand for the installation 
of totalisators at dog racing tracks, but 
such a matter clearly could not be dealt 
with by the Jockey Club. They had 
thought that, before action was taken, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer would 
set on foot inquiries which would enable 
the Treasury to form some opinion as to 
the anticipated volume of business, the 
methods by which betting would be trans- 
acted, and what proportion of the volume 
could be deducted for Government and 
racing purposes., 

Some authority also must clearly be held 
responsible for the totalisator machines, 
both as regards their type and the method 
of operation. There was a strong feeling 
last night that the Government will not 
only have to provide facilities for the later 
stages of the bill, but also definitely to 
adopt it as their own if the experiment 


with the totalisator is to come into opera- 
tion within a reasonable time.

He calculated that the cost of giving Lon- 
don, Leeds, and a number of other large 
cities magnificent operas for forty weeks in 
the year would be £60,000. at sum could 
be produced by his twopence per week scheme, 
and to prove that Sir Thomas instanced Leeds, 
where the British National Opera: Company 
are fulfilling a fortnight’s engagement. 
Returns showed, he said, that between 28,000 
and 30,000 people would attend the perform- 
ances, and that, on an average, each person 
would attend three times during the fortnight. 
That was to say, there were between nine and 
ten thousand opera stalwarts in the city, and 
twopence per week from three thousand of 
them would, under his scheme, give Leeds 
one week of magnificent opera, and ten thou- 
sand, obviously, three weeks. 

Sir Thomas asked why opera in England 
could be at the mercy of the caprice of a few 
rich people, but he declared that if his pre- 
sent scheme was not wanted he would take it 
somewhere else.
